ACKNEY will this month 
reap the first rewards of a 
£200million programme to 
radically improve transport links 
across London. 

Rail passengers using local 
stations are set to benefit from an 
ambitious scheme to overhaul the 
North London Line (NLL). 

From Sunday, 11 November, 


London Overground takes over 
NLL services from Silverlink 
Metro, and travellers will be able 
to use pay-as-you-go Oyster cards 
on the line for the first time. 

It marks the culmination of a 
four-year campaign by Hackney’s 
Mayor, Jules Pipe, to secure better 
public transport for the borough. 

From day one, fares will be 
cheaper with an Oyster card, 
stations will be fully staffed while 
trains are running, and fare- 
dodging will be reduced by new 
ticket barriers. 

Stations will be deep cleaned

These improvements will 
see eight trains an hour on 
the NLL and 12 trains an 
hour on the ELL by 2011. 

Both the northern and 
eastern railways will 


eventually form part of 
the London Overground 
network - which will 
ultimately create an 
orbital rail link around 
the capital by 2012. 


Mayor Pipe ran a four- 
year campaign to get a 
proper Tube connection for 
the borough and to improve 
services on the NLL. He 
said: “Hackney has been 


held back for too long by 
being the only inner 
London borough without 
a proper Tube link. Major 
improvements to the North 
London Line and the new 
stations on the East London 
Line show our campaign to 
get Hackney properly on 
every Tube map has been 
on the right track.” 

TfL London Rail 
Managing Director, Ian 
Brown, added: “London 
Overground will put 
Hackney squarely on the 
Tube map and bring fast, 
high-frequency, reliable 
and safe rail services to a 
part of London long in 
need of them.

“I am so happy with my 
son that I am even grateful 
to have failed the IVF. If I 
hadn’t I wouldn’t have Elia. 

“Once you love your 
child, you can’t imagine life 
without them.” 

Oona, who is now the 


Chair of the Institute for 
Community Cohesion, 
added: “Adoption has been 
a really wonderful 
experience for me and I 
support Hackney’s 
endeavours to find more 
adopters, especially from 
Black and mixed raced 
backgrounds.” 


More than 4,000 children 
across the UK wait to be 
adopted every year. In 
Hackney, there are currently 
64 children in need of 
loving, supportive and 
committed families. To 
reflect their backgrounds, 
the Council’s Adoption 
Team is looking for families 


for children from Black, 
Asian and dual heritage 
backgrounds, siblings, and 
children with development 
problems. 

Cllr Rita Krishna, Cabinet 
Member for Children and 
Young People in Hackney, 
said: “Every child is special 
and deserves to grow up in a 
loving, secure family. 

“The process for 
becoming an adoptive 
parent is rigorous, as it 
should be. But please don’t 
think we’ll turn you down 
because you’re over 40, for 
example, single, or don’t 
own your own your own 
home. 

“What we really need are 
people who can offer care 
and love. People who can 
help a child recover from 
the reasons why they came 
in to care and can help them 
go on to thrive.”

THE memory of Hoxton matriarch Carole Young 
has been honoured with a community centre 
named after her. 

The ceremony was supported by high 
profile guests including Lord Falconer, Secretary 
of State for Constitutional Affairs, who knew 
Carole personally. 

Officially opening the refurbished centre on 
Cranston Estate, Lord Falconer described Carole, 
who died last year, as ‘a straight talker, who 
devoted her life to her family and helping 
improve the lives of people in Hoxton’. 


He added he was ‘truly honoured and 
privileged to have known Carole’, who was 
a former Deputy Mayor of Hackney, and said 
‘Hoxton is a very lucky place for the work 
she did and the legacy she left’. 

Carole was instrumental in reviving the 
Shoreditch Festival, creating Hoxton’s first 
community garden, founding the Shoreditch 
Trust, and creating Cranston’s Tenant 
Management Organisation (TM0). 

Her friends and family attended the ceremony 
on 23 October alongside Mayor Jules Pipe and 
Shoreditch Trust chief executive Micheal Pyner. 

The event was also an opportunity to promote 
the Community Payback scheme, where 


offenders carry out unpaid community work 
supervised by probation officers. Residents 
are encouraged to suggest projects ranging 
from removing graffiti to clearing rubbish.

THIS play, written by 
Benjamin Davis and directed 
by John Terry, was aimed at 
expanding the knowledge 
and involvement in 
democracy of young people 
in Hackney. 

It starts with the central 
characters all arriving into TV’s 
‘Big Sister’ house and playing 
a game of truth or dare. 

Deborah turns out to be the 
Mayor of Hackney. Ross is 
also from Hackney, but 
couldn’t be more different to 
the stiff-lipped Deborah. 

This is really where the 
whole play begins as Ross 
then goes on to win Big Sister. 
He is bombarded by media 
attention and meets up with 
Richard, a former housemate 
and dodgy PR guy, who 
persuades him to run against 
Deborah as Mayor. 

They create a campaign 
and call themselves The 
Respect Party. The two 
campaigns then go 
head to head. 


At the end, the theatre 
audience had a chance to 
vote, and were more 
convinced by Ross’ argument 
- or was it that they were won 
over by his charms? 

The play was well acted 
and the characters 
convincing. It was interesting 
and different to see a play 
performed and based around 
Hackney, my local area. 

In a subtle way, which may 
have been a bit confusing for 
younger members in the 
audience, the play got across 
its many messages. 

I went with three other 
people from Hackney who all 
took away something different:

All your recycling 
questions answered 

Q: I recently read an article in Hackney Today 
about using bio bags to line the Blue Bin 
kitchen waste scheme. 

I recycle my kitchen scraps in my Blue Bin 
without liners, are they compulsory? 

A: It’s not compulsory to use these bags, they’re simply an 
option. Some people, prefer not to use them, and rinse the 
bin after it’s been emptied instead. 

The liners were introduced to provide an option for 
residents who prefer 
to line their bins 
before placing 
food in to be 
recycled. 

You can only use 
Wenterra Bio Bags in 
your Blue Bin. These 
have been approved for use by 
London Recycling Ltd, who recycle 
the food waste produced in Hackney.

A N innovative, 

eco-friendly car hire 
scheme has been 
launched in the borough. 

The Hackney Car Club 
(HCC) aims to cut 
pollution, relieve parking 
pressures and reduce 
reliance on private vehicles. 

The pay-as-you-go 
scheme means residents can 
book a car online, as little as 
30 minutes before they 
travel, and use remotely 
activated smart cards to 
unlock the vehicle. Vehicles 
are collected from and 



emissions, congestion and 
parking. 

“This scheme helps tackle 
these issues and gives 
residents and businesses the 


opportunity to support our 
ongoing work to promote 
sustainable transport. It 
will also make vehicles 


accessible to those 


space. Cllr Alan Laing, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“We know local people are 
concerned about carbon 


returned to dedicated 
parking bays, which means 
there is always a guaranteed 


residents who need to make 
some journeys by car, but 
are unable to afford to run 
their own vehicle.” 

The cars are available 
round the clock and can be 
hired by the hour, day, week 
or month. Prices start from 
£4.95 an hour, with the first 
30 miles of petrol free.

running in other parts of 
London, as well as 
Southampton and Brighton. 
It is the UK's biggest pay-as- 
you-go car club with over 

20.000 members using 600 
cars in 500 locations. 

Research by operator 
Streetcar, showed that for 
every car club vehicle on the 
road, 28 private vehicles 
were withdrawn as 
members decided not to 
replace or buy their own 
car. The company predicts 
the scheme will help cut 
C02 emissions by over 

4.000 tons in 2007. 
Membership costs as little 

as £49.50 a year, compared 
to the AA’s £2,749 
estimated average annual 
cost of owning a car.

Red card for wasters

RESIDENTS who 
persistently refuse to recycle 
will be given a red card 
warning before being sent 
off . . . to court. 

It became compulsory for 
all Hackney residents in 
street level properties to 
recycle paper, tins, cans and

glass through the 
Council’s Green Box 
scheme in March. 

The vast majority 
of residents 
welcomed the 
initiative and 
recycling levels shot 
up, but the drive continues 
to encourage more people to 
support the scheme. 

Cllr Alan Laing, 

Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods said: 
“Compulsory recycling was 
introduced with an 
education programme to 
raise awareness of how to 
recycle and why it is 
important for each of us 
to do our bit. 

“Compulsory recycling 
is not about punishing 
residents, but to send out a 
strong message and get 


those who do 
not make use 
of the Green 
Box service to 
start doing so.” 
The amount of 
waste residents 
recycle is 
monitored by the Council. 
Green Boxes are collected 
weekly, so it is easy to check 
which households are not 
participating. 

Monitoring is carried out 
by the Council’s recycling 
team over a four week 
period - even if you only put 
your Green Box out for 
collection once a month 
you’re taking part in the 
scheme. 

Under the compulsory 
initiative, residents are 
required by law not to put 
paper, tins, cans or glass in 


the general waste. These 
items must be disposed of 
separately in a Green Box. 

People who regularly and 
persistently fail to use the 
collection will be given 
two warnings. 

The first is a yellow card, 
the second a red card. 
Residents will then be 
served with a legal notice 
and may be prosecuted and 
fined up to £1,000. 

The aim of the initiative is 
not to make money for the 
Council - any fines will be 
held by the magistrates 
court, Hackney does not 
receive any of the cash.

Q. Do you think young 
people’s behaviour is getting 
worse because of stress and 
the expectations placed on 
them?

THE latest weapon in the battle to beat the 
Hackney measles outbreak has been unveiled. 

A new touring immunisation unit will visit 60 
schools and nurseries across the borough, 
offering vaccinations for unprotected children, 
over a six week period. 

The campaign was launched by City and 
Hackney Primary Care Trust (CHPCT) on 26 
October, atTesco in Morning Lane, E9. 

The unit is staffed by a team of nurses who 
offer on-the-spot vaccination against measles, 
mumps and rubella, as well as other childhood 
immunisations. 

The tour also aims to raise awareness of 
the importance of immunisation. So far there 
have been 263 cases of measles in Hackney - 
the biggest outbreak in any UK borough. Jose 
Figueroa, of the CHPCT, said: “We’ve worked 


immunisations have gone up and cases have 
been reduced. We hope the unit will help us 
find every last unprotected child and finally put 
an end to this outbreak.”

NEW station is 
rising out of the 
ashes of the old 
alston Junction 


site as part of work on the 
East London Line. 

The station in Dalston 
Lane first opened on 1 
November 1865 linking the 
area with the City at Old 
Broad Street. 

In its heyday, you could 
catch trains to Islington, 
Chalk Farm and Richmond 
in the west, and Poplar and 
Bow in the east. 

It was part of the North 
London Railway, which 
started life in 1846 as a 
freight link between the 
Midlands and Blackwall 


docks. Many factors 
affected its decline in 
popularity, including 
improved road transport 
and the Blitz. The service 
never fully recovered from 
World War Two when many 
stations, such as Haggerston 
on the Broad Street to 
Poplar route, were badly 
bombed. A number of 
stations closed in the 1940s 
and never re-opened to 
passengers. 

On 15 May 1944, 
passenger trains between 
Dalston Junction and 
Poplar ceased and with 
nationalisation in 1948, 
ownership of the line was 
transferred to British 
Railways. The final death 
knell came with BR’s 
decision to amalgamate

Broad Street with a rebuilt 
Liverpool Street station, 
diverting North London 
Line trains there via a new 
spur near Hackney. Closing 
Broad Street line also meant 
abandoning Dalston 
Junction, which by the early 
1980s was only operating a 


much reduced service. 

On 16 May 1983, a new 
station opened at Dalston 
Kingsland serving the 
North London Line 
between North Woolwich 
and Richmond. Dalston 
Junction finally closed in 
June 1986.

NEWS IN BRIEF 


Fares freeze 

SINGLES fares on buses and the Tube are set to be frozen in 
the New Year, the Mayor of London has announced. 

There will be no increase in single fares, whether paid by 
cash or Oyster, from January 2008, including on trams and 
the Docklands Light Railway (DLR). 

A GLA spokesperson said: “Record passenger numbers and 
careful control of operating costs have boosted transport 
revenues. 

“Following the recent 1 0 per cent reduction in single bus 
fares, by freezing cash fares for 2008, 1 am now ensuring 
the benefits will be felt by millions more Londoners.” 

This means a single bus journey remains 90p; a weekly bus 
pass will also be frozen; a one day bus pass will remain 
£3.50; while a single Tube fare in central London is frozen 
at £1 .50 for Oyster users, and £4 for cash. 



Rescue package for Metronet 

TROUBLED Tube maintenance company Metronet is 
currently the subject of a formal bid to be brought under 
Transport for London’s (TfL) control. 

Metronet went into administration this July, and under TfL 
plans it will be managed by two nominated companies, 
until a long-term solution is reached by the Mayor of 
London and the Government. 

Shelter from the storm 

A MAJOR £1 .85million refurbishment at West India Quay 
station means passengers are now sheltered from the 
elements. 

A new canopy has been constructed at the DLR station 
using largely recycled materials, with building waste 
materials also being recycled. 

The works were funded by TfL as part of a £1 Obillion 
investment programme.

Ingredients 

• 4 tablespoons olive oil 

• 1 large onion sliced 

• 1 clove of garlic crushed 

• 675g pumpkin, peeled deseeded 
and cut into cubes 

• / teaspoon ground ginger 

• 600ml vegetable stock 

• 1 00 ml orange juice 

• Salt and pepper 

• 2-3 slices of white bread cut into 
cubes 

• 25g unsalted butter 

• 1 -2 teaspoons chopped sage 

• 2-3 table spoons double cream 


Method 

•Slowly heat olive oil, garlic and onion in a large saucepan 
and cook until tender, but without colour 
•Add the pumpkin and ginger and gently cook for 5 mins, 
add the vegetable stock, orange juice and simmer for 
20-30 mins until the pumpkin is tender 
• Puree the soup with a blender until smooth, season with 
salt & pepper and add cream 
•To make croutons, heat 2-3 tablespoons of olive oil in a

It is 
important these projects are 
performed in a stimulating 
way, within a safe, caring 
environment, my job is to 
oversee that. 

What is the role of the Arts 
and Crafts Project Worker?
